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THE BANK ACCOUNT. 


Tare can be no doubt that the directors of the Bank of 
England were wise in not lowering their rate on Thursday 
last. The rise in their rate of discount has been this time 
effectual, as it always is. It has turned the exchanges, and it 
{4s filling their till. But it is most desirable that it should be 
allowed to work its full effect before it is reversed, As a 
rough rule, it is laid down that the Banking Department 

keep a reserve of notes and coin of 10,000,000/, and 
as yet the reserve is only 9,296,000. We do not know how 
s00n the late tendency to export gold may revive. Accord- 
ing to all probability it was caased not by an augmentation 
of the imports of the country, but by a wish to invest abroad 
money which could not profitably be employed at home. 
And as this difficulty of investing savings still continues, 
before long the tendency to export capital may not improbably 
revive. The prudent course is that the Bank should strengthen 
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itself now, so as to have a full supply hereafter, if, as is likely, 
it may want it. 

There is also another reason. At the close of the quarter 
a large amount of money will go out; the reserve is always 
lower then than at other times. Butit is most advisable that 
this periodical drain should not affect the value of money ; and 
the Bank should prepare for the drain which it expects, so 
that no tilt may happen in the value of money. 


THE HOUSE OF LORDS AND THE IRISH CHURCH. 
A rumour has been circulated that the Conservative Peers have 
decided to reject the Bill for the disestablishment of the Irish 
Church. But as far as we know no such decision has been 
come to. The question is being discussed still, and there are 
different opinions as to what the result will be; some well- 
informed persons at least feel very considerable doubts. But 
it is only in deference to their judgment and to common rumour 
that we prevail on ourselves to hesitate at all. The House 
of Lords is composed of fairly sensible men, as a rule not 
young, and as a rule certainly not enthusiastic; they are 
timid because they have much to lose, and because they are 
little accustomed to strong action; they are not used to be 
obstinate, for they have been taught for thirty years to pass 
Bills which they dishked more than they dislike this one, 
We cannot believe that such an assembly so trained will not 
yield now. 

In the first place, resistance would be useless. Everyone 
admits that after a certain point the House of Lords must 
yield to the House of Commons. If it were otherwise, the 
English Constitution would be an absurdity: it would have 
created two coequal powers sure to disagree, and yet not 
contemplated their ineradicable disagreement. An assembly 
mostly composed of one class will constantly differ from an 
assembly elected from all classes; and the elected assembly, 
which feels that it has the nation at its back, never will yield 
to the non-elected which has nothing behind it. The Lords 
can only ask one question, “Is the disagreement between us 
“and the nation unalterable?” If it is they must yield, and 
they are not only justified but bound to enquire if it is, 
What is the answer now? The House of Commons just 
elected on this very point has decided by a majority of more 
than 100—the most compact and numerous majority of 
recent times—to pass this Bill. The present House of Oom- 
mons is sure to send up this Bill to the Lords times without 
number, and so long as it exists. The only chance of 
reversing the present decision is a dissolution; and is this 
a real chance? Is it likely to bring back a House of Commons 
better disposed to the Irish Church than the present House ? 
On the contrary, every observant politician says that the new 
‘House would on this point be more anti-Conservative than the 
existing one. At the last election the public passions in 
England were not very deeply stirred. The nation decided 
clearly, but it deeided also calmly. But it will not decide a 
second time calmly, The question on the hustings will be 
not Irish Church or no Irish Chureh, but Lords or Commons, 
The nation will be asked not what their opinion is, 
but whether their opinion is or is nob to 
rule? Nothing excites passion like resistance; the great 
cities, which before voted placidly, will be deeply irritated 
now, because it is a question whether their judgment or that 
of a “ few aristocrats” isto rule. And quiet sense for once 
will go along with angry passion. Oalm men who before 
voted for the maintenance of the Irish Church will now be 
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apt to vote against it. 





They will say—‘“ This question must 

“ be decided in one way or the other. It absorbs the time of 

“ Parliament. It prevents useful discussion: it hinders 

“ useful legislation. There must be some end to it—and one 

“ end only is possible. It is better that the majority for the 

« Bill should be such as to close the question. As it is sure 
“that there will be a large majority—better that it should 
“be 150 than 100. I shall vote for the Biil now though I 
«« I was against it before, because the Irish Church is sure to 
“ fall soon, and there is no use trying to preserve it longer.” 
The last House of Commons was elected too under a Con- 
servative Government, whose organs—at least the loudest of 
whose organs—said it was going to win; a new House would 
be elected under a Liberal Ministry which lately has won. 
The Conservative party last year were excited by hope, now 
they are disheartened by severe defeat. 

And not only would the rejection of the Bill by the Lords 
be useless, it would also be dangerous. It would raise such 
questions as were raised in the House of Lords on Thursday 
before quite other audiences, and they would be discussed in 
very different tones. The most intelligent peers said that the 
House was too much of one class,—that its decisions had the 
bias of a class; that it had real first hand knowledge of but few 
questions ; that it was and felt itself to be a class apart. Mr 
Bright will say these very same things in Birmingham; and 
he need say no more ; they are quite enough for all pur- 

poses—quite enough to prove that the Lords must bow to the 
nation, not the nation to the Lords; but in what a different 
voice, and with what opposite illustrations. He will awaken 
his hearers to truths which the mild self-criticism does not 
really tell them. Last night we had the “Confessions of a 
“ Penitent Assembly ;” then we shall have the denunciations 
of an unsparing accuser. 

It would be difficult to believe that the Conservative party 
would be blind to such plain truths, even if that party 
were led by a fanatic. But neither Mr Disraeli nor Lord 
Cairns are fanatics, whatever else they are. The former has, 
indeed, been described by a well-informed critic as—‘ The 


“‘ best friend the Disestablishment Bill has.” He is said to 
| believe that the Liberals are destroying a grievance on which 
|it was their interest to live. Solong as the Protestant 
| Church in Ireland exists, the vote of the Irish Catholics will 





|| always be a Liberal vote; but that Church once gone the 
| Catholic vote in Ireland will be or may be a Conservative 
| vote, as it is everywhere else in Europe. For this reason, or 
i some other, he has helped the Bill in the Commons as much 
as he decently could, and, as far as hecan, will unquestion- 
| ably help it in the Lords too. No doubt Mr Disraeli has 
|mot just now the full power of a great leader. After a 
| erushing defeat the general is always distrusted and always 
||unpopular, And as the Reform Bill, which was to make the 
fortune of the Conservative party, even if it ruined their prin- 
| ciples, has wrecked the party too, its deviser is not popular. 
| Certainly on the Irish Church question he has not sought 
| popularity by adopting the traditions of his party. His 
| speeches have sounded like the clever reviews of a witty phi- 
|losopher, not like the gross appeals of a leader who relies on 
in-bred prejudices, He has said things too that shocked his 
party seemingly without reason—though no doubt he said 
them by design. He said that the Romish Church was now 
established in Ireland, that without State support the Pro- 
testant religion in Ireland would waste away—strange phrases 
for the leader of a party which thinks Romanism an error that 
it would be sinful to establish, and Protestantism a truth 
which will convert the world. These phrases have weakened 
Mr Disraeli with his party and he is not strong. But still he 
is their leader, and is very likely to guide them when common 
sense helps him, and plain facts enforce his teaching. ‘ 
In afew days or hours it will be known what the Peers 
mean todo. But as the chances stand now, we cannot bring 
ourselves to doubt that they will pass the Bill. To suppose 
they would reject it is to impute to them folly, which would 
be untrue, or ees which would be absurd. 





THE GOVERNMENT AND THE BANK OF ENGLAND. 
Tue Executive Government has two relations with its banker 
as most other persons have with their banker. The Govern- 
ment lends to the Bank of England and it borrows from the 
Bank of England; and into both Mr Lowe proposes to in- 
troduce important changes. Of the first, as to the loans of the 
Government to the Bank—up to this period it has been usua 
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so to adjust the deposits of the Government with the Bank tha with the Bank thas 
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they might not much affect the money market. In some 
degree it is obvious that so large a pecuniary transaction ag 
the payment of taxes must always affect the money market, 
If the English Government had no banker, if, like the 
American Government, they kept the taxes when they were 
received in their own Treasury and paid them out again when 
they wanted, the effect would be enormous. If an English. 
man takes up an American financial paper, he is at once sup. 
prised at the constant reference to the action of the Executiyg 
Government. How many “ greenbacks” are “locked up” by 
the Secretary of the Treasury is a cardinal fact, op 
which very much is made to hinge. And so it would be 
here if our Government acted on the same plan. If the 
“public deposits’ now in the Bank of England, and now 
lent by it, were incarcerated in a State Treasury and never 
lent, the value of money in Lombard street would be liable 
to frightful shocks. It would suddenly rise when the revenue 
flowed rapidly into the Treasury; it would suddenly fal] 
when a rapid expenditure suddenly dispersed that money, 
This withdrawal of a large amount of loanable capital from 
the market, is in England prevented by the action of the 
Bank of England. The Bank lends the Government money 
as it accumulates, and in comparison therefore the effect of 
Government receipts and Government expenditure is much 
smaller in England than in the United States. But, never. 
theless, that effect, though lessened, is considerable, All 
persons practically acquainted with the City know that the 
power of the Bank is greater when the Government balance is 
large, and is less when the Government balance is diminished; 

as a rule, just before the payment of the dividends it is at its 
maximum, just after at a minimum. But on the whole, the 
effect of the immense receipts and expenditure has been won- 
derfully small. The variations of the Government balance 
have never been so great as to cause harm or disturbance, 


This nice adjustment is now to be abolished. The Govern 
ment balance in the autumn will be very small—possibly 
there will be no such balance—and the Bank will be very 
weak ; the Government balance will be immense in January, 
and the Bank will have enormous power. Mr Lowe says} 
this is not his affair; he has only to look to the English| 
taxpayer, to get in the necessary taxes ut the least cost, 
and spread them with the utmost care. But we are dis- 
posed to deny this doctrine. The duty of the Government is 
to the nation. Soto manipulate the national funds as to 
cause a panic, or to aggravate a panic, would he a breach of 
duty. It would cause evils for which no money could com- 
pensate ; it would lose more money than it would save. 

No doubt it is a curious peculiarity of the English money 
market that the distribution of its funds should be of such im- 
portance. At first sight it would be thought that if the 
aggregate of such funds was the same, all the rest would be 
the same ; in whose hands the money was would not matter 
much, if at all. But the singularity of our plan is, that the 
Bank of England keeps the principal cash reserve of the 
country; that it protects that reserve by raising the rate— 
that it can only effectually protect it when its funds are 
large and its power, in consequence, great. In cases of mer- 
cantile emergency, the Bank is expected to make, and does 
make, unusual advances to the public; in extreme panic the 
Government is expected to infringe and does infringe the Act 
of 1844, to enable the Bank to make such advances. That this 
system is very singular we have often shown; probably on 
no single subject has so much appeared in these pages. We 
hold that it is an anomalous system—a system which no one 
would propose if we were beginning de novo—a system which 
can only be explained by past history, and former errors of our 
Government. But still that system exists ; immense interests 
depend on it; great calamities may be caused by rash dealing 
with it. Every change in it ought to be justified by long 
investigation and ample argument. We are disposed to say 
that there ought to be no vital change in it without anew 
Bank inquiry. Nothing ought to depend on the character 
of this or that Finance Minister; the whole policy should be 
settled. After the panic of 1866, we argued that the effect 
of the one-reserve system should be examined—that the posi- 
tion of the Bank of England should be defined. But that 
opportunity was abandoned. And now we say that if there 
is to be any cardinal change of system, a new opportunity 
should be sought.

Hereafter there would be no under- 
standing. If the Government wanted 500,000/, it might 
gointo Lombard street and find it. Nor would this alter- 
ation in any degree impair the power of the Bank in its 
characteristic task of keeping the principal Bank reserve of 
the country. On the contrary it would augment that power. 
The funds of the Bank applicable to mercantile discounts 
would be greater because none of them would be diverted to

market would be greater and its action on the exchanges as 
a rule more rapid.

Our readers will ask with surprise 
how there can be snch a difference. The secret lies in the 
skill with which the French Government manipulates the 
constituencies, 


A glance at the returns shows us that the elections of 
France are not regulated by what we may call the natural, or 
at least the hereditary, divisions of counties and boroughs, 
but by the arbitrary divisions of departments and circum- 
scriptions. Paris, for instance, does not return so many 
members as a city, but it comprises so many circumscriptions 
in the Department of the Seine. Each of the Departments 
of France is divided, according to its population, into a cer- 
tain number of circumscriptions, and each circumscription 
returns one member. Nowit rests entirely with the Government 
to decide what shall be the limits of each circumscription. 


Shortly before each general election an Imperial decree is | 


issued altering and defining these limits on a principle which 
seems arbitrary, but which no doubt rests on the experience 
of every maire and préfet. Thus there was a general election 
in November, 1857, and in the May preceding it the circum- 
scriptions were fixed by a decree. There was another general 
election in October, 1863, and it was preluded by a change of 
circumscriptions in December, 1862. We need hardly enlarge 
on the advantage which this power of packing the 
But the way in 
which that power is exercised cannot fail to affect the results 
of the voting. We find, for example, that in 1862 the towns 
of Lille, Bordeaux, and Strasbourg, were each portioned out 


into three circumscriptione, the requisite number of voters in | 


each circumscription being made up by throwing in the 
country places in the neighbourhood. How this works in the 
case of Lille is shown us by a letter in the Times of last Saturday. 
The town of Lille itself gave M. Thiers a majority of more than 
two to one over his official antagonist. But as the Govern- 
ment had saddled the town of Lille with various outlying 
villages, one five, another nine, another fourteen, and another 
twenty miles from Lille itself, the Government candidate 
came in with a majority of 13,000 votes, “ The further the 
“ village or village town is from Lille,” says the writer of the 
letter, “‘ the greater is the majority in favour of Rotours, the 
“Government candidate. In Habourdin, five miles from 
“ Lille, the majority for M. des Rotours is equal to M. Thiers’ 
“‘ majority in the town itself. Pont-i-marceq is about nine 
“ miles from Lille—majority for Rotours, 14to 1; La Bassée, 
“ 14 miles from Lille—majority, 19 to 1; Merville, 20 miles 
“ from Lille—majority, 50 to 1.” We must bear in mind 
too that the rural population amounts to about 70 per cent. 
of the whole population of France, and that the peasants are 
afraid to vote except as the priest or the maire tells them. 
Some of them are so ignorant that “they believe they are 
“ committing an offence if they do not bring back to the 
“ ballot the very ticket sent them by the maire,”’ and they 
call the official ticket ‘le bon bulletin.” We are told that 
‘the French peasant does not dare even “‘not to vote, and 
“this explains the curious fact that very often if the husband 
‘is absent from the country, or at work, his wife comes with 
“ the ticket, offering to vote in his stead, convinced that 
“ bringing back the ticket is the only means of keeping out of 
“ harm’s way.” With such materials to work upon, and such 
powers of working, the only wonder is that the Imperial 
Government cannot command unanimity in the Chamber, 
instead of condescending to put up with a majority of five 
to two. 

But if these facts increase the difficulties of the Opposition, 
they make its success more striking. In computing these 
successes, we may leave Paris, Lyons, and Marseilles 
out of the question, for such constituencies couid not be 
swamped by the most skilful manipulation without an im- 
mense extension of the departmental area.

moral supremacy more seriously shaken. 


THE DEBATE ON THE PATENT LAWS. 

Ir is probable enough that the patent laws will be abolished 
ere long, though the full force of the real objections to them 
was perhaps not brought out in the debate Jast week on Mr 
Macfie’s motion for their abolition. Sir Roundell Palmer was 
too metaphysical. The supposed distinction between the 
copyright of a book and a patent—that no two men will hit 
upon the same composition even in substance, while they will 
hit upon the same idea for an invention—does not prove any- 
thing. Ifacase of general utility could be made out, the 
abstract justice of giving aman the monopoly of an idea, should 
he be the first to come upon it, would not be much considered. 
Lord Stanley, who avoided this mistake, dwelt too much upon 
such minor points as the practical failure of the law to secure 
a reward to the inventor and the frequent disproportion 
between the reward and the service rendered, which are pointsof 
no consequence so long as the public is generally a gainer 
by the law. Lord Stanley, however, touched upon the true 
reason when he referred to the injury of third parties, which 
the present law occasions, by reason of patents being granted 
to only one out of half-a-dozen persons who come upon the 
same inventions, or to one of a series of inventors who im- 
prove upon each other’s work, and by reason also of the general 
interference with manufacturing. What we should have liked 
to see fully stated was the peculiarity of the present circum- 
stances of the country in which these things are true. The 
statements in fact amount to this—that there is a large 
number of inventions which patents are not required to en- 
courage; that these are made as ordinary incidents of busi- 
ness; that invention, improvement of mechanical and chemical 
processes, is itself a part of a manufacturing business ; and that 
in this way the granting of patents only impedes manufac- 
turers to whom inventions would naturally come. The full 
force of these facts cannot be felt unless we recognise that a 
change in the character of invention has taken place. The 
patent laws were intended to apply to different manufacturing 
cireumstances from those which now exist and were based 
upon different notions about invention; the objection to 
them is that they either are, or are becoming, out of date. A 
little consideration will show how true this is. 

Let us look first at the notions still customary about in- 
ventors and inventions which arederived from past circumstances. 
The popular idea of an inventor is of a man who makes an 
immense addition to the real wealth of the world—who in- 
vents the steam engine, or the spinning jenny, or the Jaequard 
loom, or the hot blast—almost revolutionising the material 
powers of mankind. The idea associated with his work is in 
any case that of great novelty.in means coupled with great 
accomplished results. Now there are various reasons why 
these should not be the characteristics of modern inventors 
and inventions, as we see they are not. It might be true that 
there are still as many inventions of real novelty and magni- 
tude as ever, though we doubt if there is; and yet there 
would be circumstances which prevented a legislator regard- 
ing them as most important. One of these circumstances 
is certainly the exaggerated importance of minor improve- 
ments, in consequence of the great development of ma- 
chinery and manufacturing. A single improvement to 
save 10 per cent. ip fuel for the steam engine would probably 
add more absolutely to the real wealth of this generation 
than the invention of the steam engine itself added to the 
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real wealth of the generation in which it was invented, 
recent invention,just spoken of—the feathering of the blades 
of screws, increasing the facilities of using auxiliary steam 
power in ships—might compare on the same footing with the 
most substantial invention of a poorer age. Just ag the 
refinement of the machinery of credit, and the extent of j 
development, cause the least disturbance to be widely f 

so the least improvement in mechanical or chemical know. 
ledge, applied to manufactures, may have great results, 4 
revolutionary invention—owing to the difficulty of introdyg 
tion—might not tell so quickly even as a minor improvement 
in an existing groove; but in any case its effects will now, 
matched at the first start by these minor improvements, 


These improvements again, as well as the great inventions 
themselves, are usually come at in recent times in a differgns 
way from that of the old inventor. Formerly the invents 
had almost nothing before him—every department of jp, 
dustry had to be built up from the foundation. Nowa may 
must build upon extensive knowledge of what has been ag 
complished, and must have great means at his command, 
What Mr Mill has just been explaining in his new book* in 
regard to original authorship in the present day is 
equally true of invention:—‘ Nearly all the thoughts 
“‘ which can be reached by mere strength of original faculties 
“have long since been arrived at; and originality, im any 
“ high sense of the word, is now scarcely ever attained but by 
“‘ minds which have undergone elaborate discipline, and ar 
“ deeply versed in the results of previous thinking. It is Mr 
‘‘ Maurice, I think, who has remarked on the present age 
“ that its most original thinkers are those who have knows 
“most thoroughly what had been thought by their pre 
‘“‘ decessors: and this will always henceforth be the case,

“ of carrying up materials, has to be gone through by whoever 
“ aspires to take a share in the present stage of the work,” 
That is—when we speak of invention—the inventor mustbes 
man who is closely associated with capitalists, or be a capitalist 
himself. In no other way can he have the means of knowing thé 
thousand improvements of machinery and processes which 
have culminated in the present factories and machines; and 
in no other way can he find means for experiments on the 
necessery scale. ‘‘ Poor men,” says Sir William Armstrong, 
“very often come to me imagining that they have made some 
“great discovery. It is generally all moonshine, or, ifit 
“‘ looks feasible, it is impossible to pronounce upon its value 
“ until it has passed through that stage of preliminary in-| 
“ vestigation which involves all the labour, and all the difi- 
“ culty, and all the trouble.” How is a poor man to get this 
preliminary investigation undertaken, when the subject isan 
amendment of a complicated manufacturing process? The 
complaint in fact was made before the select committee om 
Technical Instruction that English manufacturing was 
suffering from foreign competition because there is less room 
now than formerly for the play of “ untaught invention.” The 
machine is too perfect for the workman to meddle with, and 
thus the foreigner, supposed to be more technically instructed, 
has room to excel us—our peculiar power having been “un 
“ taught invention.” 


Such having been the change in the character of invention, 
it is easy to see why the patent laws are not only not needed 
but are obstructive. The inventor in the first place is not i 
the position of an oldinventor. To give him scope he mush 
be employed by a manufacturer or capitalist—that is, bis 
skill must be already highly valued, the manufacturer naturally 
employing those who can introduce amendments and improve 
ments, and keep him abreast or ahead of competitors. 9. 
“ believe,” says Sir William Armstrong again, “ that if you 
“ let the whole thing alone the position which a man attains, 
“ the introduction and the prestige, and the natural advantages 
“‘ which result from a successful invention and from the repu- 
“tation which he gains as a clever and able man, will almost 
“ always bring with them a sufficient reward.” And again- 
“T think that absolute discoveries are very rare things; 
“nearly all inventions are the result of an improvement bul 
“up upon a preceding one. A poor man who has the ability 
“to make really practical improvements is almost sure t0 
“ rise in the world without the aid of patents.” And if the 
inventor may be thus indifferent to a patent law, the quee

«qm under of taking out patents, not for the purpose of 
«obtaining for myself a monopoly, but simply for the pur- 
“pose of preventing other persons from excluding me from 
“my own inventions.” And much similar evidence was 
given before the Royal Oommission, of which Lord Stanley 
waschairman. Thus the present law is not wanted to pro- 
mote invention, and it is injurious to a kind of invention 
which would go on luxuriantly without it. The gradual 
nature of most invention is a sufficient security that it will 
under the law of competition. Perhaps the practice 
of Government is the best indication of the necessity for 





the abolition of patents. A few years ago the manufac- 
turing departments of Government found themselves so ham- 
pered by patents that they resolved to try whether they were 
bound or not, the result being a legal opinion that they were 
not bound, But Government is only a great manufacturer— 
its work in some departments being less than in many pri- 
vate businesses. Is there any reason why Government should 
be released, and individuals bound to patentees? As to the 
supposition that invention will cease, the mere interest of the 
Government in paying for anything worth having is found a 
suffigient stimulus to invention in the things which it requires ; 
and soit is assumed will be the interest of competing manu- 


There isa universal agreement, moreover, that no patent 
lawshould cover all the inventions which are now covered. 
It happens that the strongest condemnation of things 
as they are before the Royal Commission came from 
Witnesses who wished a change, though none sug- 
gested anything which commended itself to the Commission. 
The idea seemed to be that a separation could be made be- 
tween substantial inventions and the improvements or amend- 
ments which are now 80 important, but are admitted to be 
unsuitable for patents. It was thought that patents instead 
rica granted indiscriminately should only be granted in 
cases of proved novelty and utility. But no working plan of 
a Court to do this could be devised, or one which would not 
probably discourage inventors as much as the abolition of 
patents altogether. 


_ Wevcome then to the conclusion that it is for the general 
interest that patent laws should be abolished, and that their 
abélition will do no great harm to anyone—least of all, to 
the great mass of inventors or improvers. Perhaps we may 
‘pomt out that if the circumstances are as described, this 
country has a special interest in abolishing such laws. As 
the leading manufacturing country in the world, a patent 
hatesis likely to be worth more to its holder than anywhere 
else. mently, our manufacturers are more exposed than 
‘ny others to the interruption and worry of patents. It may 
well be that other countries which are less tempting to 
Petentees will find the balance of competition weighted in 
their fayour in consequence. Looked at another way, the 
‘ore that invention falls into the hands of great capitalists 
the more likely is it to strengthen the manufacturing of a 
Country which is already most powerful. The normal condi- 
tion of things is all in our favour, and we should do nothing 
to thwart it,

BUSINESS NOTES. 


The Lords Justices have promptly reversed the decision of 
the Vice-Chancellor, granting an injunction to restrain the 
directors of the London, Chatham, and Dover Railway from 
promoting the Bill now before Parliament. As this is in 
accordance with the view. which we supported ‘ast week, we 
need do little more than record the fact. The Lords Justices 
were perhaps not so clear as they might have been on the 
unfitness of any court of law to interfere with the prosecution 
of Bills in Parliament. The ground of their decision mainly 
was that, although the Court of Chancery had upheld its 
theoretical right to restrain such proceedings, yet there was 
no actual precedent for its so doing, and they did 
not think that a precedent should be created in the 
circumstances before them. The judgment, however, will 
probably be in effect as conclusive as if the Justices had said 
explicitly that they would in no case interfere. There is no con- 
ceivable case in which it can be said that the Legislature is 
incompetent to decide upon the subject matter of a private 
Bill and the circumstances attending its prosecution ; conse- 
quently, there can be no room for the interference of any 
judge. The London, Ohatham, and Dover instance is thus 
discouraging to all similar applications for the intervention of 
the Court of Ohancery. The Lords Justices have also decided 
against the injunction restraining the directors from applying 
the funds in their possession to the expenses of promoting the 
Bill ; but this involved no such important principle. Nothing 
more was involved in it than the determination of the rights and 
interests of rival claimants to property ; and in such matters 
the Ooart of Ohancery has undoubted authority. The pro- 
ceedings before the Justices have cleared up another point. 
The Vice-Chancellor laid much stress upon the fact that the 
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| 
| plaintiffs represented 5,000,000/ of stock. It appears from 
the judgment of the Lords Justices that they did not repre- 
|sent so much for the purposes of the action. They were 
| appointed with certain limited powers under the Act of 1867, 
but an application of the kind now disposed of was not 
within these powers, and in this respect they did not repre- 
| sent the shareholders. It may be hoped that the last obstacle 
to the settlement of the tangled affairs of the company is 
now removed. 


The remarks of the Master of the Rolls in the case of the 
Commercial Banking Corporation of India and the East, 
|| which was before him on Saturday, are singularly apposite to 
|the point which has been considered with reference to the 
| London, Chatham, and Dover Railway—the unsuitability of a 
court of law for disentangling a complicated case, so as to 
give substantial justice where a speedy decision is important. 
|| The Lords Justices remarked in the London, Chatham, and 
| Dover case, that the knot was one which must be cut, and 

not untied; and the Master of the Rolls came to a very 
| similar conclusion in the case we refer to. He said :— 
When the matter first came before him in Chambers, he was 
| amazed at the amount of litigation then in prospect. It was then clear 
that there were questions in the case which must give rise to an unpre- 
| cedented amount of litigation; and, inasmuch as the Court could not 
| part with the fund until every question was settled, which might not 
|| be for a lifetime, he felt sure that, sooner or later, the parties 
would be glad to emancipate themselves from such a state of 
| things. He had done everything that lay in bis power to further the 
| efforts of the parties to arrive at a compromise, and was pleased to find 
that so many parties had lately come in and assented. He was satisfied 
that under the proposed arrangement the creditors would get the divi- 
| dend within a reasonable time, instead of waiting a generation, and 
| perhaps not getting paid in full after all. He was convinced that if the 
| litigation went on hundreds of thousands of pounds would be spent in 
costs, and that those were acting wisely who offered to accept 17s in 
hand, instead of the visionary prospect of 12 


|| There must always be a certain percentage of cases where 
| such remarks would apply, and where for that reason a 
rough mode of settlement, by compromise or arbitration or 
the promotion of a Bill in Parliament, is better than the nice 
justice which the law would in the end dispense. 


The Master of the Rolls has decided in the case of the 
Humber Iron Works Company, Limited, a somewhat small 
point which may nevertheless involve occasionally important 
consequences. The question was raised by the claim of the 
Warrant Finance Company, Limited, which. had lent 25,000/ 
to the Humber Company at 20 per cent. interest, and sought 
to share in each dividend under the winding-up in proportion 
to the amount of the principal and interest at the date of the 
dividend. The other creditors whose debts did not bear 
interest resisted, and the Master of the Rolls agrees with 
them—ordering that the interest should only be reckoned to 
the date of the winding-up order, the debts to be taken as 
they stood at that date till they had been paid in full; after 
which claims for interest might be satisfied if there were 
sufficient funds left. The rule should certainly be some- 
thing like this to be at all equitable. Clearly, if interest is 
to run on during a winding-up on some debts and not 
on others, it will depend mainly upon the accidents of the 

| liquidation what share a particular creditor will get. If it is 

| a tedious one, and the rate of interest on some debts high, 
his share might be very materially curtailed. There are some 
liquidations where, if any large debts were accumulating at 
20 per cent. interest, the dividend of some creditors might be 
reduced one-half, or even more.

Mr Bright 
perhaps insisted too exclusively on the value of the figures to 
statisticians; although they may not be useful directly to 
merchants or farmers or speculators in business, they may 
well have other uses than those which are merely statistical. 
What is unintelligible is the fuss made about the trouble of 
statistics to farmers. At the most the interruption to busi- 
ness can be very trifling, as every farmer must know for other 
purposes the facts he is invited to insert in the various 
columns. 


We can sympathise with Mr Seeley’s grievance. It is 
certainly aggravating to assail a mail contract laid before the 
House for approval, obtain a committee to inquire into it, 
bring up a report of the Committee in your favour, and then 
find that a big debate on the Irish Church occupies the 
House, so that before your assault, fortified by the Com 
mittee’s report, ean be renewed, the contract in question 
becomes ratified by the effluxion of time.

The financial affairs of Tunis concern several bankers and a 
considerable number of bondholders in this country. In 1863 and 
1865 the Tunisian Government raised two loans in France, repre- 
sented—the one by 78,692 bonds of the nominal value of 500, the 
other by 73,588 bonds of the same amount, each bearing 7 per 
cent. interest. The dividends on and redemption of the first loan 
were guaranteed by the revenue from the income tax, and of the 
second by the Custom-house dues and the tax on olives. In addi- 
tion to these foreign loans, the Tunisian Government had a large 
Internal debt, the precise amount of which was not known, 
but the interest on which was very high. On this Internal debt 
interest ceased to be paid in 1866, and on the French loans 
none was forthcoming in 1867 and 1868. The holders cf 
the Internal debt, being chiefly foreigners, resident in or 
closely connected with ‘Tunis, were however able to exer- 
cise pressure on the Government, and they obtained from 
it the recognition of liabilities to the amount of 40,000,000t. 
They also made it give them guarantees. These guaran- 
tees it subsequently turned out embraced those which had 
been accorded to the two French loans; and moreover, the In- 
ternal creditors took the precaution of obtaining authorisation for 
their agents to collect the revenues for the guarantees. The French 
contractors for and holders of the two loans conceived them- 
selves wronged by this arrangement, and having appealed to their 
Government, it energetically protested on their behalf. Thereupon 
the Tunisian Government resolved to amalgamate the two 
Foreign and the Internal debts for their full nominal amount, 
but to reduce the interest to 5 per cent., all the public

In 
1868 the two French companies were by judgment of the Th- 
bunal avnulled for the reason that they had made false declara- 
tions in their statutes respecting subscriptions and payment of 
calls, The syndic of the bankruptcy recently demanded of the 
Tribunal that the amalgamation should be declared null also, for 
the reason that it was of no value since the two companies were 
not legally constituted, and for the further reason that it had put 
at the charge of the new French company enormous charges (one 
of them a mortgage of 2,625,000f) without any equivalent, which 
charges had been kept secret from the French company.

COMMERCIAL AND MISCELLANEOUS NEWS. 


The Right Honourable the Lords of the Committee of Privy Council 
for Trade have received from the Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs, 
a copy of a despatch from Her Majesty’s Chargé d’Affaires and Consul- 
General at Lima, enclosing an extract from the “El Nacional,” of the 
26th April last, with reference to.a request which had been preferred by 
the guano consignees in Great Britain, with reference to .»me of the 
clauses of the contract relative to the last loan which had been made by 
the Peruvian Government. The following is the translation of the ex- 
tract in question :—‘ The consignees of guano in Great Britain solicited 
the Government to explain the meaning of some of the clauses of the 
contract relating to the last loan which they had made, and in con- 
formity with this request it -has been declared that the standard ex- 
change is forty-four and a half-pence, and that when the term of the 
consignation (agreement) has expired the Goverament shall be able to 
choose between paying in money the necessary sum for the service of 
the Anglo-Prussian debt, or leaving to the consignees the exclusive 
sale of the guano, for the purpose of applying its product towards that 
object,” 

The Right Honourable the Lords of the Committee of Privy Council 
for Trade have received from the Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs 
a copy of a despatch from Her Majesty’s Chargé d’ Affaires of Guatemala, 
enclosing a decree of the Government of Honduras, bearing date 8th 
March last, which gives notice that at the expiration of three months 
from that date the port of Coxim Hall or Port Medina, in the island of 
Rhuatan, will cease to bea free port, and will revert to the position it 
held as arranged by thedecree of 21st Novembor, 1861.

there was a little more doing in preparation for the bills 
maturing to-day, has been next to nothing, as may be inferred 
from the fact of first-class short paper having found willing 
purchasers in the open market a fraction over 4 percent. Ag 
regards the influence of operations in the stock markets, it 
would seem that the tendency is much less towards encour. 
aging fresh importations. In United States’ bonds sales have 
preponderated, and it is not at all likely that the money 
market will, through foreign investments, be subjected again 
at present to a similar drain to that which imme 
diately preceded the rise to 44, as a sudden check 
such as that lately experienced, and money having 
attained tor the time a higher value, is sufficient to inspire the 
general public with caution; and without the assistance of 
solid buyers the operations of speculators are but of small 
ayail. There is no demand whatever at the moment for gold 
for export, and the arrivals, which continue upon a good scale, 
will go into the Bank. To-day there are further evidences 
that the tendency of the rates is still towards ease, and the 
possibility of » move downwards in the Bank rate is con- 
sidered very likely next week if the influx of gold proceeds iat 
the present rate. The dividends on Consols, railways, and a 
great number of foreign stocks, are close at hand, which will 
bring a largeamount of money into the markets for employment, 

Upon the Stock Exchange there has been a good supply of 
money, and the terms leave off about 3 to 34.

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Bye.isn Government Stocks.—A good deal of speculative 
buying in the funds apparently preceded the remarks made 
by the new Minister from the United States at Liverpool, and 
the little dulness which the last day or two has set in is no 
doubt due to the realisation of the profits, as in the present 
state of the money market, with the addition of nearly a mil- 
lion to the stock of bullion at the Bank within the fortnight, 
it is difficult to trace the movement to any other cause. Cir- 
cumstances which in themselves need not cause uneasiness in 
these times may be made capital out of, and no doubt are to 
some extent for speculative purposes, and the holders of large 
balances for temporary employment in the funds are possibly 
not altogether uninfluenced by fears as to the results which 
may follow the debates upon the Irish Church Bill in the 
House of Lords. The highest price of last year for Consols 
was 96}, and although nearly 94 has been reached just pre- 
vious to the ex dividend quotation this year, the Bank rate 
being 24 per cent. higher now than it was at the 
same time last year, must be accepted as a great 

of the explanation why about the same difference 
exists in the price of Consols. With money at 4} first-class 
commercial paper, involving no contingency of a loss, will 
find a readier market than Consols, and other securities pay- 
ing more than 3 per cent. also, in proportion to their sound- 
ness; while 4 per cent. for money and deposit at fourteen 
days’ call will attract a good deal of idle capital, which 
might otherwise be placed in the funds. To-day Consols 
have declined 3, notwithstanding circumstances being gene- 
rally favourable. A little uneasiness is believed to arise from 
apprehensions as to the result of the French elections.

OovontaL Government Sxcurities.—-The remarks of the 
new Minister from the United States have caused a continua- 
tion of the purchases of these securities, and in several in- 
stances a good advance has been made from the quotations 
given last week. Those of Canada are more prominent, fol- 
lowed by Ceylon, New Brunswick, New South Wales, Queens- 
land, Victorian, and Tasmanian. 

Forgicn Srocxs.—The continued ease in the money mar- 
|| ket and uninterrupted flow of gold to the Bank is not so far 

attended by the return to speculative operations, which, to 
judge from experience, might ere this have been looked for. 
The warning lately given to weak buyers for the rise is pro- 
bably at the bottom of the present comparatively quiescent 
state of the market ; and if the sudden and unexpected rise 
in the value of money, which lately through purely accidental 
circumstances produced only. alarm instead of severe loss 
which it might have done, some valuable experience will have 
been gained by many at a small cost; and it is to be hoped 
that the less artificially buoyant state of this department may 
remain, as an indication that prices are nearer to their legiti- 
mate level. 


Turkish Fives of 1865 have now reached a point not 
attained for a considerable period. The highest figures last 
year were 43; and it would seem that, irrespective of the 
inducement which lies in the dividend payable in July, there 
1s somewhat more confidence latterly, which not improbably 
1s traceable to the effect which has resulted from recent dis- 
cussions upon the question of the taxation of foreign bond- 
holders and the determination there seems to be in this 
country to exclude from our market all who seek to mitigate 
the pressure of their own debts by depriving others of their 
just rights. A State not in the best of credit, and seeing 
probably the time not far distant when some further assist- 
ance will be thankfully received, is no doubt anxious to keep 
clear of that state of pecuniary need which leads on to attempts 
at repudiation. 


_ Egyptian securities maintain with remarkable firmness the 
high figures which have been reached, the railway debentures 
which were at 87 in the early part of last year being within 
a fraction of par; the condition that half-a-million shall be 
paid off each year in addition to 70 per cent. interest being an 
attraction, while money is comparatively plentiful. Better 
figures have been reached in the cases of Argentine, Buenos 
Ayres, Chilian, Columbiap, Peruvian, and Russian. 

A meeting was held yesterday at the London Tavern by 
Anglo-Austrian bondholders, which was called by the council 
of foreign bondholders, and was presided over by Mr T. M. 
Weguelin, M.P. The statement, which it was said had been 
Teceived from Count von Beust, that the English bondholders 
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“could have disposed of their Austrian paper to advantage 
if they had wished,” was ridiculed, as it can be proved that 
there has been no chance of obtaining the price paid 
for either the 1852 or 1859 loan since the issue— 
the prices of which were: respectively 90 and 80 originally. 
It seems scarcely creditable that so untenable and paltry a 
plea, even if it were correct, could be set up as a means of 
escape from a deliberate engagement, made, there can be-no 
possibility of a doubt, with the full intention of carrying it 
out to the letter. If we look for any real excuses for per- 
sistence in the course chosen by the Austrian Government we 
fail to find any. The latest returns of exports and imports 
are largely in favour of Austria. The financial statement of 
1868 showed that the expenditure for that year would be 
somewhat less, and the revenue somewhat more than had 
been anticipated. The statistics of the merchant sailing navy 
show, as compared with 1867, an increase in the number of 
ships in 1868 of 569. The annual report of the Vienna 
Chamber of Commerce for 1868, states among other things 
that the circulation of money in that year largely exceeded 
that of any former years owing to the immense exports of 
grain, and that all banks and kindred institutions enjoyed a 
considerable increase of prosperity and profits. The latest 
account states that the annual burden of the Austrian public 
debt is rather under eight millions sterling. It is naturally 
asked in the face of these evidences of prosperity, what can 
be the object of the law in question when it soils a page in | 
the history of the Austrian Empire, and will if not repealed | 
exclude the quotation of Austrian stocks from the money 
markets of Europe. Resolutions were unanimously adopted 
to the following effect :— 

That this meeting of Anglo-Austrian bondholders fully approve of 

the steps taken by the council of toreign bondholders in their inte- 
rest, and by those persons who have remonstrated with the Austrian 
Government and protested against the arbitrary act of the Austrian 
Assemblies, by which the sinking fund has been extinguished, and the 
conversion of their sterling bonds accrued into bonds of a foreign cur- 
rency. This meeting declares that foreiga Governments, even when 
under political or financial necessity of modifying existing contracts 
with British bondholders, are bound to seek and obtain the consent of 
their creditors, and to give acceptable compensation commensurate with 
the sacrifice required, and with the capability of the debtor to afford.— 
That a committee be appointed to act in conjunction with the council 
of foreign bondholders, and that Sir Henry Drummond Woolff, Messrs 
©. Keyser, F. Marriott, W. H. Bishop, G. T. Leon, T. G. Sea- 
come, and Laurence Levy, be and are hereby appointed members 
of such committee.—That to avoid the further loss to which 
the bondholders would be subjected in the event of their refusing 
to comply with the compulsory conversion of their bonds, the conversion 
be effected under protest, and that the General Oredit Company, or 
another well-known mercantile establishment or bank, be requested to 
act as the agents of the bondholders to effect such conversion under 
protest.—That the council and the committee are hereby empowered to 
issue certificates to each bondholder whose bonds are converted under the 
protest, with a view to further settlement of his claims for indemnifica- 
tion upon the Austrian Government, and to affix a stamp upon the 
bonds received in-exchange for the sterling bonds converted, and to 
levy a charge of 1s per cent. upon the bonds converted to defray 
the expenses.—That an application be made to the Committee of the 
London Stock Exchange, requesting them to exclude, in the terms of 
their rule 58, all Austrian stocks and State guaranteed securities from 
the Lordon Stock Exchange official lists until the Austrian Government 
shall have effected a satisfactory arrangement with the English bond- 
holders.—That a quotation shall be asked for to the Austrian con~ 
verted bonds issued in exchange for sterling bonds converted under 
protest, and bearing the aforesaid ‘stamps.—The thanks of the meeting 
were given to the Earl of Olarendon, Lord Westbury, Mr T. M. 
Weguelin, M.P., and Mr Gerstenberg. 
To judge from the debate on the loan said to be contracted 
with Messrs Fruhling and Goschen, in the Chamber of 
Deputies at Lisbon, it is difficult not to infer that the terms 
are of a very onerous nature. Assuming that they are, it is 
natural there should be a protest from some members, but we 
cannot bring ourselves to believe that any terms would be 
refused. The statement that the reductions in expenditure 
made by the present Ministry, amounting to about 500,000/, 
give additional assurance that a financial equilibrium will be 
attained by another year’s perseverance in the policy in- 
augurated by the Portuguese Cabinet, is probably a very 
sanguine one. It seems hardly possible that investors can be 
allared by simple assurances when money is sought to be 
raised in all directions at almost any price. The possibility, 
however, of some money being obtained, has fractionally im- 
proved the stock. To-day the market has been dull, with 
lower prices in nearly all instances.

Eneuish Raiway Stocxs.—The course of prices in this

COMMERCIAL EPITOME. 
FRIDAY NIGHT. 


The attendance of buyers at Mark-lane to-day was limited, and 
reat caution was exhibited in operating. Nevertheless, the little 
nglish wheat on offer sold at the improved quotations of Monday 

last. In foreign wheat a few retail transactions were reported on 
former terms. Spring corn of al descriptions was quiet, but with- 
out quotable change in value. The flour trade was inanimate, 
but foreign and country marks] were held at the recent improve- 
ment.

The following is Messrs Hunt and King’s circular :—We have 
to report only a slight increase of business in the silk market, but 
prices generally are fairly maintained. In China silk a moderate 
demand appeared at the commencement of last month, which 
cleared off the parcels being offered at some reduction, and trans- 
actions would doubtless have been made to some extent had holders 
been less firm and continued to concede about 5 per cent. upon 
April prices; these rates consumers for the present seem un- 
willing to pay, except for special sorts or for absolute wants. In 
Japan silk a few sales have been made of good medium sorts at a 
decline of 5 per cent., but in the best and lower descriptions there 
is no alteration. The last advices from Shanghai to the 7th May 
report the most limited business; « few hundred bales only are 
added to the settlements, so that t'< total for the season, including 
Japans, will scarcely exceed 60,00’ les. Prices were firm. In 
Bengal silk there is nothing to resark. In European silk little 
can yet be accurately known. It sopears that the original Italian 
and French silk yearly diminishes, : 4 the reproduction from 
Asiatic seed does not succeed, hence the high rates paid for good 
and yellow cocoons; a fair crop in quantity may still be gathered 
from the seed so largely imported last year. In other sorts there 
is nothing to notice.

ments) for the same period in 1867, being an excess last 
season over this season of 61,561 bales. The exports for the week 
ending to-night reach a total of 41,626 bales, of which 28,605 bales 
were to Great Britain and 13,021 bales to the Continent, while 
the stocks at all the ports, as made up ‘his evening, are now 
199,898 bales. Below we give the exports and stocks for the

We continue to hear of excessive rains, attended with coli aud 
unseaconable weather, in Alabama, in portions of Mississippi and 
all along the Atlantic coast, and consequently receive discouraging 
accounts as to the condition of the cotton plant in those sections. 
In Texas, Louisiana, and in that vicinity, the weather has been 
more favourable; but the overflow of the rivers in those States 
ha» for some time threatened considerable damage—as yet, how- 
ever, without serious results. But, taken as a whole, the crop is 
now without doubt very backward and unpromising. Replanting 
has become necessary in some districts, and is going forward as 
rapidly as circumstances will permit. 

The receipts at the ports this wek are again in excess of the 
amount generally anticipated for this period, and yet the month 
began with the interior stocks so much larger than last year, and 
they are being so rapidly diminished that the receipts are easily 
accounted for. Stocks at the inland ports are now reduced to 
about 24,000 bales, against 53,000 bales on the 1st of Miy, and 
14,000 bules this time last year. With this reduction, it is pro- 
bable that next week’s receipts will be considerab.y less than the 
total we give to night for the past seven days, and that after that 
a marked falling off may be looked for. There seems to be a 
general impression here that more cotton remains in planters’ 
hands now tban at this time last season. Be this as it may, 
there is little reason for supposing that it will be hurtied to 
market as long as the preseat uccertaintics hang about the grow- 
ing crop. 

The exports of cotton this week from New York show a small 
decrease, the total reaching 7,465 bales, against 8,962 bales lust 
week. Below we give our table, showing the exports of cotton 
from New York, and their direction for each of the last four 
weeks; also the total exports and direction since September 1, 
1868; and in the last column the total for the same period of the

Notwithstanding the repeated complaints at the general dulness 
of trade, there appears to be a full average demand for most des- 
criptions of manufactured goods. Hardware and woollen articles 
are in request, and prices are well supvorted, on the other 
hand, although there is more firmness in the Lancashire markets ; 
the dealings in cotton goods, as a rule, are much restricted. The 
iron and coal trades have ruled steady. 


MancuestTer, June 3.—Our market is again firm and in some 
instances rather dearer, and the business of the week has been 
about equal to the production. In yarns both for shipping and 
the home trade we have to quote an advance of 3d per |b, with 
& moderate bu-iness in both kinds. In cloth the advance has 
been slighter than in yarn, and is chiefly in 39-inch shirtings ; 
other classes of goods are in rather increased demand, at firmer 
prices.

STATE OF THE CORN TRADE DURING THE WEEE. 
Marx Lane, Farpay Evemne. | 
Owing to the weather having proved unfavourable for the grow™ | 
ing wheat plant, and to the short supplies of produce sent to | 
market, there has been more animation in the grain trade, 
prices of wheat have advanced 1s to 2s per quarter. Towards 
close of the week, however, there was less firmness, the late war™

genial days having in @ great measure restored the plant aod 
obviated all fears for its ultimate safety. Foreign wheat has par- 
ticipated in the improvement, all descriptions baying been held 
oo to 2s per quarter more money, but the business transacted 
has not been extensive. Spring corn generally has ruled quiet, 
put without quotable change in value, while flour shows an ad- 
j vance of 6d on American barrels, and of 1s per sack on country 
ke. 
Tbe provincial markets have been scantily supplied with wheat, 
the quotations for which have tended upwaris in sympathy with 
the movement in the London market. Trade ia spring corn has 
been without any feature of importance. 

The weather on the Continent is reported to have been very 
bad, and to have had a most prejudicial effect upon the growing 
crops. Rye appears to have suffered most, and at the leading 
Prussian ports the quotation for this article has advanced 4s to 
5s per quarter. Wheat bas advanced 23 to 3s in Prussia, while 
at Stettin and the other Baltic ports an improvement of 1s to 2s 
per quarter is noted. Spring corn has shown firmness, in con- 
sequence of the less satisfactory intelligence from the in- 
terior. 

There is less confidence in regard to shipments from the Ame- 
rican ports. Great delay has arisen in the re-opening of the 

jn movement from the West, and the exports are therefore 
not likely to be considerable. Prices are still against shippers, 
and freights have shown a rising tendency. 

Mr G. Dornbusch thus reports the state of the floating grain 
and seed trade :—Since Jast Friday only 15 grain and seed- laden 
vessels have been reported arrived at ports-of-call. viz.: 7 wheat, 
5 maize, 1 beans, 1 cotton-seed, 1 Dari.
